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DEMOCRATIC  COAVEATION. 


HARRISBURG,  WEDNESDAY,  MARCH  4,  1835. 

The  Delegates  assembled  at  10  o'clock  A.  M.  in  the  Court 
House. 

On  motion, 

The  Hon.  JAMES  THOMPSON  of  Venango,  speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  was  called  to  the  chair. 

Charles  M’Dowell,  Esq.  of  Bedford,  and  John  C.  Bucher, 
Esq.  of  Dauphin  were  appointed  secretaries,  preparatory  to, an 
organization  of  the  convention. 

Air.  T.  Hartley  Crawford,  of  Franklin,  then  offered  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  convention  be  now  dissolved,  and  that  it 
be  recommended  to  the  democratic  citizens  of  the  different  counties 

of  the  commonwealth,  to  elect  delegates  on  the  - day  of  - 

next,  to  assemble  in  Harrisburg,  on  the  5th  day  of  May  next,  to 
nominate  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Governor  at  the  ensuing  elec¬ 
tion. 

Th  is  resolution  gave  rise  to  a  discussion,  in  which  it  was  sup¬ 
ported  by  Messrs.  Crawford,  Bidlack  of  Luzerne,  Penrose  of  Cum¬ 
berland,  Dickey  of  Beaver,  and  Williams  of  Fayette  :  and  opposed 
by  Messrs.  Roumfort  of  Philadelphia,  Lewis  of  Lycoming,  and 
Beatty  of  Butler. 

On  a  suggestion  from  the  chair,  that  the  convention  was  not 
yet  organized,  and  that  consequently,  the  motion  was  premature, 
Mr.  Crawford  withdrew  the  resolution. 

Mr.  Le  wis,  of  Lycoming,  offered  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  the  democratic  delegates  whose  names  are  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  Pennsylvania  Reporter  and  Harrisburg  Chronicle,  as 
contained  in  the  annexed  list,  be  entitled  to  seats  in  this  convention, 
subject  to  such  correction,  substitution  and  contest  as  to  the  right  to 
seats,  as  may  be  just  and  proper  in  each  case,  in  conformity  to  the 
established  usages  of  the  democratic  party  ;  the  delegates  in  dis¬ 
pute,  in  case  of  a  contest  between  two  seats,  not  to  be  entitled  to 
vote  in  the  case  in  which  they  are  interested — but  each  disputed 
case,  to  be  detetmined  by  the  votes  of  the  residue  of  the  conven¬ 
tion.

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After  some  debate  in  which  this  resolution  was  opposed  by  Mr. 
Penrose,  the  Chairman,  Mr.  Horn  of  Philadelphia  and  Mr.  Bell  of 
Chester,  and  supported  by  Mr.  Frazier  of  Lancaster. 

Mr.  Bell  offered  the  following  amendment,  to  come  in  after 
the  words  “  Resolved  That 

“  One  of  the  secretaries  call  over  the  names  of  the  different 
counties  of  the  state  in  alphabetical  order,  in  which  order  the  seve¬ 
ral  delegates  claiming  seats  in  the  convention  shall  hand  their  ere 
dentials  to  the  chair.” 

A  debate  followed  upon  this  proposition  between  Messrs,  Pat¬ 
terson,  of  Philadelphia  ;  Dickey,  of  Beaver;  Nathans,  of  Philadel¬ 
phia  ;  Crawford,  of  Franklin  ;  Morris,  of  Berks  ;  Cat  well,  of  Union  ; 
and  Herrington,  of  Mercer. 

The  chairman  suggested  the  propriety  of  the  withdrawal  of 
the  resolution  and  amendment,  and  of  the  counties  being  called  in 
alphabetical  order,  the  delegates  from  each  presenting  their  creden¬ 
tials,  and  those  whose  claims  were  undisputed,  taking  their  seats 
and  deciding  upon  the  contested  delegations. 

The  resolution  and  amendment  were  accordingly  withdrawn, 
and  Mr.  Horn  of  Philadelphia,  in  compliance  with  the  suggestion 
from  the  chair  offered  the  following : 

Resolved,  That  the  counties  be  called  over  alphabetically — that 
the  delegates  who  are  undisputed,  shall  take  their  seats,  and  that 
those  who  are  disputed,  shall  be  requested  to  withdraw,  until  the 
delegates  who  occupy  undisputed  seats  shall  have  determined  which 
set  are  entitled  to  a  seat. 

Mr.  Lewis,  of  Lycoming,  moved  to  amend  the  resolution  by 
striking  out  all  after  the  word  “  alphabetically,”  and  inserting  “  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  what  counties  there  are  disputed  dele¬ 
gates  from,  and  the  names  of  such  disputed  delegates.” 

A  desultory  debate  arose  upon  these  propositions,  conducted 
by  Messrs.  Hamilton,  of  Allegheny,  Williams,  of  Fayette,  Penrose, 
of  Cumberland,  Brodhead,  of  Pike,  Dick,  of  Delaware,  Horn,  of 
the  city,  and  Bidlack.  of  Luzerne. 

Mr,  Dick,  of  Delaware,  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by 
inserting  the  following,  after  the  word  Resolved: 

“  That  the  counties  be  called  over  alphabetically,  and  that  the 
delegates  claiming  seats  in  the  convention,  shall  present  their  cre¬ 
dentials  and  take  their  seats  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  called.” 

Mr.  Horn,  of  the  city,  moved  a  postponement  of  the  questions 
before  the  meeting,  for  the  purpose,  as  he  stated,  of  moving  an 
adjournment,  to  meet  again  at  3  o’clock  P.  M.  which  would  afford 
the  delegates  time  to  prepare  their  credentials,  &c. 

Which  motion  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  amendment  offered  by  Mr.  Dick,  of  Delaware,  was  then 
adopted.

The  Convention  met  at  4  o’clock  : 

Mr  Bell,  of  Chester,  moved  that  the  undisputed  delegates  take 
their  seats,  and  decide  upon  the  claims  of  those  whose  seats  were 
disputed  ;

Mr.  Clevenger,  the  Senatorial  delegate  from  Fayette  and 
Greene,  presented  to  the  chair,  the  credentials  of  Adam  Hays  who 
appeared  as  a  delegate  from  the  county  of  Greene,  in  the  place  of 
Mr.  K  incaid,  the  delegate  regularly  appointed  at  the  county  meeting 
in  said  county. 

Mr.  Dickey,  of  Beaver,  moved  that  Mr.  Hays  be  received  as  a 
delegate  from  that  county,  on  the  ground  that  provision  had  been 
made  by  the  meeting  which  appointed  Mr  Kmcaid,  for  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  substitute,  should  he  fail  to  attend,  by  the  adoption  of  a 
resolution  authorising  a  committee  to  appoint  such  substitute  ;  and 
Mr.  Hays  appearing  with  credentials  made  out  and  certified  by  the 
chairman  ot  that  committee. 

After  some  debate  upon  the  alleged  informality  of  this  proceed- 


srg.,  the  motion  was  agreed  to,  and  Mr.  Hays  was  received  aa  * 
delegate  from  Fayette  and  Greene: 

Mr.  Dickey  then  moved  that  the  delegates  should  proceed  to 
organize  into  convention,  by  the  appointment  of  a  President,  two 
Vice  Presidents,  and"  two  -Secretaries. 

Mr.  Lewis,  of  Lycoming,  moved  the  postponement  of  the 
motion,  in  order  that  the  meeting  first  decide  upon  the  cases  of  the 
disputed  delegates. 

This  motion  was  debated  bj  Messrs.  Dickey,  of  Beaver,  Bell, 
cf  Chester,  Wilson,  of  Huntingdon,  Herbert,  of  Adams,  Penrose, 
of  Cumberland,  and  others. 

On  calling  the  yeas  and  nays,  the  motion  was  negatived  by  a 
vote  of  50  to  39. 

Mr.  Dickey's  proposition  was  then  adopted,  and  the  meeting 
proceeded  to  the  choice  of  officers  in  compliance  therewith. 

The  following  was  the  result  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  the 
delegates.

The  convention  being  thus  organized,  the  President  expressed 
in  handsome  terms  his  sense  of  the  honor  conferred  upon  him,  and 
«Jtcr  alluding  to  the  sound  principles  contended  for  by  the  demo¬ 
cratic  party,  which  he  hoped  would  not  be  jeopardized  by  dissention, 
he  closed  by  an  appropriate  exhortation  to  the  cultivation  of  a  spirit 
of  concord  and  amity  m  the  future  proceedings  of  the  conven¬ 
tion. 

After  which  the  convention  adjourned  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow 
morning. 

THURSDAY,  MARCH  o,  1S35. 

At  IP  o'clock  the  convention  assembled  and  was  called  to  order 
by  the  President,  when,  on  calling  their  names,  eighty-rune  dele¬ 
gates  answered,  and  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read  by  the 
Secretaries. 

Gen.  Wm.  R.  Smith,  of  Bedford,  offered  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  now  proceed  to  consider  the 
respective  rights  of  the  several  disputed  delegates  claiming  seats  in 
the  Convention,  and  that  the  several  counties  be  considered  in  alpha¬ 
betical  order. 

Mr.  Bell  of  Chester,  moved  the  postponement  of  this  resolu¬ 
tion,  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  propriety  of  receiving  into 
the  Convention  the  first  set  of  delegates  front  Schuylkill* — "• 

This  motion  was  opposed,  in  a  discussion  by  Messrs,  Smith 
of  Bedford,  Lewis  of  Lycoming,  and  Beatty  of  Butler  ;  and  sup- 


ported  by  Messrs.  Crawford  of  Franklin,  Pawling  of  Montgomery, 
and  Dickey  of  Beaver.  During  the  debate,  Mr.  Beatty  moved  to 
amend  the  motion  by  inserting  “  and  Lancaster”  after  Schuyl¬ 
kill  ;  but  the  President  deciding  that  these  motions  were  out  of 
order,  until  Mr.  Smith’s  resolution  was  first  disposed  of,  a  call  was 
made  for  the  yeas  and  nays  upon  the  resolution. 

When  it  was  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Convention  adjourn 
until  3  o’clock  this  afternoon — the  question  was  taken,  and  the 
Convention  adjourned. 


AFTERNOON— SAME  DAY. 

At  3  o’clock  the  Convention  met : 

Mr.  Stevens,  of  Adams,  from  the  democratic  anti-masonic  con¬ 
vention,  being  introduced,  presented  to  the  chair  a  resolution  of  that 
convention,  then  in  session,  tendering  their  room  for  the  use  of -the 
democratic  convention. 

Mr  Smith,  of  Bedford,  moved  that  the  delegates  whose  seats 
were  disputed  should  retire  until  their  claims  were  decided  upon. 

Which  being  agreed  to,  the  delegates  accordingly  retired. 

Mr  Smith’s  resolution  relative  to  calling  over  the  names  of  the 
disputed  counties,  came  up  in  order — when 

Mr  Bell,  of  Chester,  made  some  remarks  against  its  adoption, 
and  called  for  the  reading  of  the  credentials  of  the  delegates  from 
■Schuylkill. 

After  these  documents  had  been  read, 

Mr  Bell  moved  the  postponement  of  the  resolution  ;

And  the  motion  to  postpone  the  resolution  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr  Bell,  of  Chester,  moved  that  the  Convention  dissolve,  for 
the  purpose  of  submitting  the  questions  which  it  was  convened  to 
decide,  again  to  the  people,  who  were  recommended  to  hold  prima¬ 
ry  meetings  on  the  —  day  of  April,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing 
delegates  to  hold  a  state  convention  on  the  —  day  oi  May  next. 


This  motion  was  opposed  by  Mr  Smith,  of  Bedford,  and  sus¬ 
tained  by  Mr  Crawford,  of  Franklin. 

Mr  Bell  then  made  some  further  remarks,  and  concluded  by 
offering  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved ,  That  this  Convention  do  now  dissolve,  and  that  it  be 
recommended  to  the  democratic  republicans  of  the  different  counties 
of  this  commonwealth,  to  meet  at  their  usual  places  ofholding  elec¬ 
trons,  on  the  27th  day  of  April  next,  to  elect  delegates  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  delegates  to  meet  at  Harrisburg  on  the  6lh  day 
of  Mav  next,  to  nominate  a  candidate  for  Governor,  and  choose  del¬ 
egates  to  attend  a  National  Convention,  to  put  in  nomination 
suitable  persons  for  President  and  Vice  President  of  the  United 
States. 

A  debate  ensued  upon  this  resolution,  in  which  it  was  support¬ 
ed  by  Messrs  Miller,  of  Adams,  Williams,  of  Fayette,  Bidlack,  of 
Luzerne,  Crawford,  of  Franklin,  and  Dickey,  of  Beaver  ;  and  oppo¬ 
sed  by  Messrs  Beatty,  of  Butler,  Barclay,  of  Westmoreland,  and

The  Convention  met  at  10  o’clock,  eighty- nine  members 
being  present. 

Mr.  Smith’s  resolution  relative  to  calling  the  counties  alpha¬ 
betically,  and  deciding  the  rights  of  disputed  delegates,  was  first 
taken  up  and  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Smyth  resigned  his  situation  as  one  of  the  Secretaries,  on 
account  of  his  eye  sight  being  impaired,  so  that  he  could  not  readily 
discharge  the  duties  of  that  station. 

Whereupon  on  motion,  Messrs.  Miller,  of  Adams,  and  Doug- 
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lass,  of  Armstrong,  were  appointed  Secretaries,  to  act  with  Mr. 
McDowell,  of  Bedford. 

The  county  of  Berks  being  the  first  in  alphabetical  order,  from 
which  two  sets  of  delegates  appeared  claiming  seats  in  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  was  first  taken  up  for  consideration,  when,  on  a  suggestion 
from  the  Chair,  the  Convention  agreed  that  the  respective  claims  of 
the  different  sets  should  be  ^et  forth  and  advocated  by  one  gentle¬ 
man  belonging  to  each. 

Mr.  H.  W.  Smith,  one  of  those  first  appointed,  and  Mr.  TI103, 
Morris,  one  of  the  second,  severally  urged  the  claims  of  each,  and 
explained  the  grounds  upon  which  they  claimed  seats. 

At  the  commencement  of  Mr.  Smith’s  remarks,  he  gave  way 
to  Mr.  T.  H.  Crawford,  of  Franklin,  who  submitted  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  unanimously  adopted  :

SATURDAY,  MARCH  7,  1835. 

The  Convention  met  at  9  o’clock  : 

JAMES  THOMPSON,  President,  appeared  and  took  his  seat.- 

On  taking  the  Chair,  the  President  said : 

Gentlemen:  —  In  taking  the  Chair  again,  I  desire  to  remark 
that  I  do  it  on  the  fullest  conviction  of  my  duty  to  the  democratic 
party.  I  voted  last  evening  for  the  dissolution  of  the  convention, 
believing  that  if  the  people  sent  delegates  to  another  convention  to 
nominate  a  candidate  for  Governor,  it  would  result  in  the  certain 
nomination  of  the  candidate  which,  at  this  time,  I  believe  the  people 
desire,  to  wit:  George  Wolf.  Subsequent  events  as  well  us  the 
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consideration,  that  but  little  more  than  the  one  third  of  the  conven- 
tion  were  necessary,  and  did  vote  and  carry  the  resolution  to  dis¬ 
solve  it,  induces  me  now  to  acquiesce  in  the  opinion  felt  and 
entertained  by  a  large  majority  of  the  democratic  delegates,  many 
of  whose  seats  were  disputed  by  others  claiming  them,  that  we  owe 
it  to  ourselves  and  the  party,  at  this  time,  to  make  a  nomination. — 
No  doubt  exists  in  my  mind  as  to  the  views  of  the  district  I  repre¬ 
sent  ;  whether  the  nomination  be  made  here  or  elsewhere,  I  am 
convinced  they  are  certainly  and  indubitably  favorable  to  the  re- 
election  of  the  present  chief  magistrate  of  this  state.  I  therefore, 
feel  a  pleasure  in  agreeing  with  a  number  equal  nearly  to  two  thirds 
of  the  whole  regularly  elected  delegates  to  proceed  to  the  nomina¬ 
tion  of  a  candidate  for  President  of  the  United  States  and  for 
Governor  of  this  State,  and  I  shall  most  cheerfully  give  my  vote  in 
this  event  for  the  candidate  for  Governor  whose  public  course  has 
commanded  the  most  unqualified  admiration  of  the  democratic  party 
in  Pennsylvania.

Martin  Van  Buren,  as  the  favorite  candidate  of 
Pennsylvania  for  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

Mr.  Dougherty  moved  to  amend  the  first  resolution,  by  adding 
to  the  same  the  following : 

And  that  a  committee  of  one  from  each  congressional  district, 
be  appointed  to  nominate  thirty  electors  for  President  and  Vice 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  committee  be  instructed 
ty  nominate  those  only  who  are  favourable  to  Martin  Van  Buren  for 
President  of  the  United  States.  The  said  committee  to  be  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  members  of  the  congressional  districts,  in  this  convention, 
and  that  the  nominations  of  said  committee  shall  be  submitted  to  this 
convention  for  their  approbation. 

The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Lewis  as  a  modification, 
and  the  resolutions  as  modified,  were  unanimously  adopted 

Mr.  Burden  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  unani¬ 
mously  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  the  delegates  of  the  respective  counties  report 
to  the  Convention,  the  names  of  persons  suitable  to  act  as  a  central 
committee  for  the  State,  and  committees  of  correspondence  for  each 
county. 

Mr.  W.  R.  Smith,  offered  the  following,  which  was  unanimous¬ 
ly  adopted : 

Resolved ,  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to  draft  an 
address  to  the  people  of  Pennsylvania,  on  the  subject  of  the  resolu¬ 
tions  which  have  been  adopted  by  this  Convention. 

The  Chair  then  appointed  the  following  gentlemen  as  the  com¬ 
mittee,  Messrs.  Smith,  Burden,  Beatty,  Miles,  Brodhead,  Barclay, 
and  Scott. 

Mr.  Lewis,  of  Lycoming,  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  so  much  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday,  in 
which  certain  gentlemen  participated,  after  they  had  seceded  and 
resigned  their  seats,  for  the  purpose  of  dissolving  this  Convention, 
before  it  was  fully  organized,  or  competent  to  entertain  any  such 
motion,  and  after  the  convention  had  repeatedly  so  decided,  be  ex¬ 
punged  from  the  journals  as  irregular,  out  of  order  and  void. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  3  o’clock,  this  af¬ 
ternoon.

'  1  'he  convention  met  at  3  o’clock: 

Gen.  Smith ,  from  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
read  an  address  to  the  people  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  following  is  THE  ADDRESS, 

TO  THE  DEMOCRATIC  CITIZENS  OF  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  undersigned  appointed  a  committee  by  the  State  Conven¬ 
tion  of  the  Delegates  of  the  Democratic  party,  assembled  at  Har¬ 
risburg,  on  the  4th  of  March  183o,  to  address  you  in  relation  to 
C 
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the  objects  of  their  appointment,  hasten  to  perform  that  duty  ac¬ 
cording  to  long  established  and  justly  prized  usage.  The  Conven¬ 
tion  have  reason  to  congratulate  their  democratic  brethren  on  the 
result  of  their  labors,  believing  that  they  will  tend  to  the  harmony, 
the  union  and  strength  of  the  party.  This  the  whole  democratic 
family  are  called  upon,  by  pressing  reasons,  to  promote,  cherish 
and  sustain. — The  preservation  and  dominance  of  those  political 
principles,  which,  in  their  purity,  form  the  basis  of  popular  govern' 
ment  and  maintain  its  security,  are  objects  of  such  high  conse¬ 
quence,  that  personal  predilections  and  sectional  preferences  should 
yield  to  a  desire  for  unanimity,  in  which  consists  the  general  good. 
The  democratic  party  has  hitherto,  for  the  most  part,  been  trium¬ 
phant  in  this  state.  Its  prosperity  has  mainly  resulted  from  a 
strict  adherence  to  the  principles  hich  form  the  primary  element 
of  its  composition — submission  to  and  cheerful  support  of  the  will 
and  wishes  of  the  majority.  To  ascertain  this,  in  relation  to  the 
nomination  of  candidates,  the  judicious  plan  of  calling  the  people 
together  at  primary  meetings,  for  the  appointment  of  delegates  to 
express  their  wishes,  was  originally  adopted,  and  hitherto  been  car¬ 
ried  into  practice  with  the  most  happy  consequences.  At  these 
primary  meetings,  it  is  not  only  the  privilege,  but  the  duty  of  the 
citizen  to  express  and  advocate  his  own  particular  opinions  as  to 
the  merits  and  qualifications  of  the  individuals  who  may  be  named 
for  office.  Conflicting  opinions  necessarily  arise.  To  carry  out 
the  grand  object  then — that  sectional  should  not  govern  general 
fueling;  that  preference  for  men  should  yield  to  the  support  of 
measures  and  principles ,  the  sound  democrat  surrenders  to  the 
will  of  1  he  majority,  if  his  opinions  should  have  been  otherwise,  and 
renders  it  an  honest  and  zealous  support.  Thus,  by  conforming 
to  the  usages  of  his  party,  he  aids  in  maintaining  a  principle,  with- 
ont  which  democracy  is  but  a  name,  and  those  who  profess  to  ad¬ 
mire  its  doctrines,  are  its  worst  foes.  By  this  cardinal  doctrine, 
which  has  hitherto  enabled  the  party  to  reap  a  rich  harvest  of  suc¬ 
cess,  the  Convention  in  all  its  deliberations  and  movements  have 
been  governed,  and  they  now  confidently  appeal  to  those  who  de¬ 
puted  them  to  discharge  this  solemn  duty,  to  sustain  them.  To 
make  manifest  the  efforts  ol  some  individuals  who  were  unwilling 
to  abide  bv  the  expressed  wishes  oi  their  constituents,  the  unjust 
and  anti-republican  character  of  the  conduct  of  a  slender  minority, 
and  to  satisfy  the  minds  of  those  who  may  be  attempted  to  be  misled, 
a  brief  review  of  the  doings  of  this  Convention  may  not  prove  use¬ 
less,  whether  in  reference  to  the  facts  as  they  occurred,  or  the  salu¬ 
tary  monition  which  their  consequences  afford  to  the  great  demo¬ 
cratic  family,  to  frown  upon  all  attempts  to  create  disunion  and 
defeat. 

The  number  of  persons  entitled  to  seats  in  the  State  Conven¬ 
tion,  as  delegates  from  the  different  counties,  and  Senatorial  dis¬ 
tricts,  is  one  hundred  and  thirty  three,  of  which  sixty  seven  is  a 
majority.  In  cases  of  disputed  claims  to  seats,  a  preliminary  or¬ 
ganization  of  tha  undisputed  portion  of  the  delegates  is  made,  in 
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order  that  it  may  determine  the  conflicting  claims  of  the  remaining 
portion;  and  until  that  determination  takes  place,  so  that  all  the 
claims  are  disposed  of,  and  each  county  or  district  has  obtained 
its  representation — a  Convention  is  not  actually  organized  for  tha 
transaction  of  any  business,  save  that  of  deciding  such  disputed 
claims.  Upon  any  other  qestion,  the  undisputed  delegation  is  not 
competent  to  act,  because  otherwise,  the  voice  of  the  whole  dele¬ 
gation  is  unknown,  unheard  and  unfelt.  On  this  occasion,  there 
were  present  eighty-nine  undisputed  delegates,  who  for  this  prima¬ 
ry  purpose,  organized  themselves.  We  will  not  refer  to  the  frauds 
committed  in  the  face  of  an  intelligent  but  outraged  community, 
by  the  nominations  of  second  sets  of  delegates,  through  the  medi¬ 
um  of  unexpected,  sudden,  unusual  and  unauthorized  calls,  and 
by  meetings  of  small  minorities  in  the  primary  assemblages,  nor  of 
the  palpable  violations  of  solemn  instructions  and  pledges,  further 
than  to  explain  the  extraordinary  tact,  that  forty-four  individuals 
presented  themselves,  claiming  seats  in  Convention,  in  opposition 
to  the  first  and  regular  sets.  Grossly  and  wantonly  as  this  was 
known  to  have  been  done,  yet  the  first  delegates  of  the  overwhelm¬ 
ing  majority  of  the  people  who  deputed  them,  patiently  awaited  the 
decision  of  their  cases,  confident  in  the  cause  of  truth,  and  that  no 
questions  but  those  of  which  we  have  spoken,  legally  could  or 
would  be  taken.  The  very  first  case  of  the  determination  of  the 
claims  of  a  set  of  delegates  having  bv  some  been  supposed  to  be  in¬ 
imical  to  the  interests  of  a  particular  candidate,  caused  an  attempt 
on  the  part  of  a  minority  of  the  Convention,  fifty-one  in  number,  to 
dissolve  that  which  had  no  existence  until  it  consisted  of  one  hundred 
and  thirty-three,  every  county  and  district  in  the  state  being  pres¬ 
ent  by  delegation.  A  portion  of  these  fifty-one  persons  retired 
and  seceded,  unwilling  to  abide,  according  to  democratic  princi¬ 
ple,  by  the  will  of  a  majority.  Notice  was  instantly  given  that 
the  Convention  would  proceed  in  the  organization,  and  adjourn  to 
the  next  day  for  that  purpose.  Of  this  fifty-one  of  a  minority,  six, 
at  the  first  opportunity,  recalled  and  revoked  the  opinion  which  they 
had  expressed  as  to  dissolution,  and  the  Convention  was  finally  or¬ 
ganized  according  to  principle  and  well  settled  practice.  This 
monstrous  attempt  to  shutout  the  voices  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
delegation  elicited  the  indignation  of  the  Convention,  as  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  it  will  receive  the  censure  of  the  people,  whose  representation 
by  this  movement  was  attempted  to  be  excluded. — The  Conven¬ 
tion  having  thus  defeated  disorganization  and  the  attempts  of  a  mi¬ 
nority  to  rule,  which  minority  abandoned  their  seats,  proceeded 
with  all  its  officers,  created  in  an  early  stage  of  the  proceedings,  and 
having  carefully  examined  the  credentials  of  all  the  delegates, 
nominated  GEORGE  WOLF,  for  the  office  of  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth  for  another  term,  by  a  majority  of  eighty-two  votes. 
The  Convention  unanimously  nominated  MARTIN  VAN  BU- 
REN,  for  the  Presidency  ;  also  appointed  delegates  to  the  Natio¬ 
nal  Convention,  with  instructions  to  support  that  nomination,  and 
also  nominated  an  Electoral  ticket. 
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Having^thus  exhibited  the  actions  of  this  convention,  and  the 
grounds  upon  which  its  deliberations  anil  determinations  have  pro¬ 
ceeded  and  finally  rested,  the  committee  are  called  on  to  lay  before 
the  people  the  reasons  which  should  induce  them  unanimously  to 
support  the  candidates  thus  nominated.  It  is  our  boundea  duty  to 
remember,  that  to  the  democratic  party  of  this  state  and  of  the 
whole  union  the  present  time  presents  a  crisis  in  the  history  of  its 
existence.  Whether  we  refer  to  the  knowledge  of  our  past  suc¬ 
cesses  or  our  anticipation  of  future  victory,  there  is  a  certainty, 
that  bv  abiding  bv  the  usages  and  customs  of  the  party  to  which 
we  have  alluded,  the  result  is  victory.  A  contrary  course  always 
ensures  defeat.  Grave  questions  as  to  matters  of  principle  are  now 
agitated  in  the  public  mind.  To  enable  us  to  transmit  to  our  chil¬ 
dren  the  sound  doctrines  which  have  been  our  birth-right  and  our 
guide  through  political  life,  to  give  us  the  power  to  determine  these 
questions  with  a  single  eye  to  the  cause  of  our  common  country, 
and  with  the  hope  of  a  successful  issue,  it  is  the  duty  of  all  to 
adhere  to  the  rules  of  our  political  faith.  Let  us  then,  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  Gubernatorial  nomination,  briefly  and  calmly  examine 
the  ground  before  us.  Among  all  parties  and  classes  of  men,  per¬ 
sonal  partisans,  or  political  foes,  whether  in  or  out  of  this  conven¬ 
tion,  there  has  been  bub  one  opinion  of  the  character  and  conduct 
of  George  Wolf.  The  sound  opinions  on  all  great  questions  which 
he  has  ever  expressed  ;  his  manly  independent  advocacy  of  the 
great  measures  of  State  policy  ;  the  good  fruits  of  action  and  expe¬ 
rience  which  have  resulted  from  his  high-minded,  exemplary,  and 
democratic  principles,  have  been  admitted  by  all  who  have  been 
called  on  to  speak  in  the  spirit  of  .candour  and  frankness.  To 
meet  this,  our  enemies  have  been  driven  to  a  position,  which  is  of 
doubtful  strength  or  value.  The  constitution  has  limited  the  elegi- 
bility  of  an  individual  to  three  terms  of  three  years  each.  Under 
this  provision  of  our  state-compact,  the  practice  of  the  democratic 
party  affords  us  full  warrant  for  the  present  nomination.  Three 
Democratic  Governors  were  successively  elected  for  three  terms, 
and  the  party  was  never  so  triumphant,  as  during  their  respective 
administrations.  When  afterwards  defeated,  its  prostration  was 
the  consequence  of  its  abandonment  of  the  constitutional  provision. 
The  State  administration  preceding  the  present,  which  lasted  for 
two  terms,  was  terminated  by  the  people;  because  the  incumbent 
was  known  to  be  adverse  to  their  wishes  in  relation  to  the  two  great 
questions  of  Internal  State  Improvement  —  and  the  support  of  the 
present  Chief  Magistrate  of  the  Union.  The  present  nominee  has 
been  in  office  two  terms,  and  lias  violated  no  trust  reposed  in  him 
or  principle  of  popular  sovereignty.  It  is  also  true,  that  the  great 
fundamental  doctrine  of  the  democratic  creed  consists  in  the  fre¬ 
quency  of  popular  elections ,  rather  than  in  the  eligibility  of  an 
individual,  when  confined  within  its  constitutional  limits,  and  that 
the  latter  is  but  a  conventional ,  while  the  former  is  a  cardinal 
principle  ;  that  the  true  test  is  to  be  found  in  a  requisition  for  an 
amendment  of  the  original  compact,  if  in  practice,  it  may  be 
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required.  The  present  Gubernatorial  election  cannot  therefore  be 
supposed  to  bring  up  that  question,  except  by  those  who  desire  to 
create  disunion,  disaster,  and  defeat.  Rut  this  minor  question, 
(  for  such  it  is  at  this  time )  must  yield  to  greater  and  graver  con¬ 
siderations —  considerations  which  contain  within  themselves,  the 
very  life  of  an  elementary  rule  of  the  party,  and  not  only  the 
democracy  of  the  State  but  of  the  Union  have  afforded  us  a  trium¬ 
phant  and  illustrious  example  in  the  person  and  principles  of  An¬ 
drew  Jackson.  It  is  well  known  that  his  friends  supported  him 
originally  on  the  “  one  term”  doctrine.  But  when  the  time  of  his 
first  official  service  was  approaching  to  a  period,  great  national 
democratic  questions  arose.  We  believed  him  to  be  the  man  of 
all  others,  who  from  his  faithful  services  and  manly  opinions,  and 
by  his  re-election  to  the  Presidential  chair,  would  enable  us  proper¬ 
ly  to  determine  these  high  and  solemn  questions.  He  yielded  to 
the  wishes  of  the  people,  by  them  was  re  elected,  and  his  adminis¬ 
tration  has  enabled  us  to  free  ourselves  from  the  domination  of  an 
artificial  creature  —  a  political  monster  engrafted  on  our  institu¬ 
tions —  the  Bank  of  the  United  States. 

In  like  manner,  there  are  at  this  time  grave  questions  of 
democratic  principle  and  state  policy  now  pending,  which  require 
in  office  the  continuance  of  that  man,  who,  by  his  fearless,  inde¬ 
pendent  and  noble  conduct,  has  never  been  found  wanting.  One  of 
these  great  questions  is  the  Education  system.  No  man,  no  true 
democrat  can  certainly  be  found  at  this  day,  bold  enough  to  con¬ 
tend  against  the  general  diffusion  of  education.  It  lies  at  the  root 
of  the  tree  of  liberty,  affording  it  nourishment  and  vigor.  It  is  the 
germ  from  which  our  whole  democracy  obtains  existence.  Our 
political  faith  is  a  plain  one.  Power  lies  in  the  people,  and  knowl¬ 
edge  is  power  ;  hence  it  is,  that  education  is  necessary  for  the  sup¬ 
port  and  preservation  of  popular  sovereignty.  The  administation 
of  Geo.  Woi,f  has  fostered  and  brought  into  practical  life  this 
sound  democratic  principle,  and  his  aid  is  still  required,  that  it 
may  permanently  be  established-  Our  enemies  hope  for  success 
only  in  spreading  the  barbaric  gloom  of  ignorance,  but  we  trust  to 
the  soundness  of  our  cause  to  defeat  them. 

We  are  aware  that  many  of  our  friends  have  found  defects  in 
the  system,  which  is  scarcely  beyond  its  infancy.  To  them  we 
say,  no  great  system  was  ever  devised  without  initiatory  errors, 
only  to  be  avoided  by  the  exercise  of  moderation  and  momentary 
patience.  It  is  for  the  representatives  of  the  people  so  to  mould  the 
system,  with  the  benefits  of  observation  and  experience,  as  that  all 
grievances  will  rapidly  pass  away.  Let  us  then  rally  around  the 
cause  of  Education — let  us,  in  the  support  of  the  present  guberna¬ 
torial  nomination,  remember,  that  the  distinguished  individual 
whom  we  have  nominated  for  the  Presidency,  came  fromthe  ranks 
of  the  people;  that  the  soundness  of  his  principles  is  the  result  of 
education;  that  he,  like  us,  has  ever  maintained  the  doctrine  that 
freedom  and  ignorance  are  incompatible  and  inconsistent  terms. 

Another  important  question  before  the  people,  is,  that  which 
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relates  to  Internal  improvement.  To  this  our  enemies  are  opposed 
— -the  slender  strength  which  they  have  rests  upon  an  opposition  to 
this  favourite  measure  of  the  administration  of  Governor  Wolf. — 
Let  us  look  at  the  state  of  things.  The  improvement  of  the  state 
i3  a  consequence  which  flows  from  the  improvement  of  the  mind. 
Our  neighbors  on  the  north  and  on  the  south  are  struggling  to  march 
onward  to  success,  by  virtue  of  this  principle.  To  keep  equal 
pace  with  them,  we  have  incurred  a  heavy  debt,  from  which,  if  we 
but  proceed  fearlessly,  the  principle  itself  will  relieve  us  from  all 
burden,  provide  a  fund  for  the  ordinary  wants  of  government,  and 
maintain  our  moral  and  political  supremacy  in  the  Union-  If  we 
fail  to  do  this,  the  money  which  we  have  devoted  to  this  object  will 
indeed  have  been  squandered  as  our  opponents  say,  and  will  leave 
us  borne  down  by  taxes,  and  staggering  under  the  weight  of  the  debt 
which  we  have  justly  incurred.  If  we  act  otherwise,  the  result 
will  prove  that  our  safety  and  glory  consists  in  moving  onward — 
aod  that  the  present  national  debt ,  (for  each  state  is  a  nation)  will 
change  its  character  into  that  of  a  national  blessing .♦  We  know 
the  sentiments  of  the  present  administration,  and  we  must  refuse 
to  perform  our  duty  to  ourselves  and  posterity,  if  we  reject  the  cer- 
ainty,  in  order  to  depend  upon  an  uncertainty.  It  is  moreover 
no  unimportant  circumstance  to  dwell  in  our  recollections,  that  but 
a  short  time  since,  when  the  credit  of  the  state  was  at  the  lowest 
ebb,  when  the  gloom  of  panic  and  dismay  surrounded  many  of  the 
most  patriotic  and  well  meaning-,  George  Wolf  stepped  forth 
fearlessly  and  redeemed  the  character  of  the  state,  and  saved  us 
from  supposed  impending  bankruptcy !  The  shackles  which  sur¬ 
rounded  those  who  anxiously  looked  for  our  financial  prosperity, 
at  a  word,  fell  from  their  limbs,  and  they  and  the  State  of  their 
pride  and  hopes — Pennsylvania ,  stood  disenthralled  and  redeemed 
from  the  power  of  a  monied  aristocracy. 

These  are  the  principles  upon  which  the  Democratic  party 
have  nominated  Governor  Wolf  for  re-election,  and  upon  these 
they  depend  for  unexampled  success. 

In  the  further  performance  of  their  duty,  the  convention  have 
nominated  Martin  Van  Buren,  of  the  State  of  New  York,  for  the 
Presidency  of  the  Union.  In  this  distinguished  man,  they  recog¬ 
nize  a  sound  democrat  and  an  able  statesman,  faithful  to  the  cause 
in  which  we  are  all  engaged  and  in  that  —  faithful  to  his  country. 
The  will  of  our  constituents  has  been  made  known  to  us,  and  the 
democracy  of  Pennsylvania  hereby  nominates  him  to  the  first  office 
in  the  gift  of  the  people,  l'he  electoral  ticket  which  we  present, 
therefore  claims  your  undivided  support. 

In  conclusion,  we  call  upon  all  good  democrats  —  on  those  who 
entertain  a  feeling  of  state  pride  ;  on  those  who  revere  the  doctrines 
of  their  forefathers,  and  look  for  the  same  victory  which  they  and 
their  usages  have  always  commanded  ;  on  those  who  stand  by  the 
landmarks  of  democracy,  and  hope  to  find  in  them  safety  and  suc¬ 
cess ;  on  those  who  consider  principles  paramount  to  men  ;  on  those 
who  wish  to  live  and  die  in  the  cause  of  order,  justice,  equal  rights 


and  popular  sovereignty,  to  sustain  and  support  GEORGE  WOLF 
and  MARTIN  VAN  BUREN-

Resolved,  That  at  the  time  of  the  assembling  of  the  National 
Convention,  if  any  of  the  delegates  be  absent,  then,  and  in  that  case 
the  Delegates  hereby  appointed  shall  have-power  to  fill  such  vacany. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered. 

That  the  proceedings  of  this  convention,  together  with  a  list 
of  the  delegates  be  published. 

On  motion  of  Gen.  Patterson, 

It  was  Resolved,  That  the  delegates  composing  this  conven 
tion,  severally  pledge  themselves  to  support  the  nominations  this 
day  made. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  W.  F.  Johnston, 

It  was  resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  convention  be  tendered 
to  the  presiding  officers  for  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  to 
the  commissioners  of  Dauphin  county,  for  the  use  of  the  room. 

The  president,  in  a  short  address  acknowledged  the  politeness 
to  himself  and  his  colleagues,  of  the  convention.
